Hopkins made complaint regarding the 
manner iu -which young men are being 
educated at tho university established 
arid largely endowed by their relative. 
They say, "the education given is tho 
highest—it is too high. It seems to edu- 
cate further already •well-educatid post- 
graduates of other colleges. With forty- 
one professors and an income of S225.COO 
wo should be educating a thousand young 
men instead of two hundred." This com- 
plaint will Btriko very many as being just 
and-well-timed. There aro several im- 
portant colleges and universities, rich in 
estates and endowments, thatare doing 
very little, or nothing at all, iu tho way 
of educating young men of moderate 
moans aud limited capacities. The course 
ol study necessary to reach graduation is 
so difficult, that hardly 
one boy in 


twenty-five or thirty, ia able to obtain a 
diploma. It has been found that out of a 
freshman class of seventy young men only 
four or five are able to worry through, 
and then it is at the expense of a broken 
down system, a shattered mind, and an 
energy that has been almost completely 
exhausted. 
This system of educating 


boys is all wrong. It may give tho world 
a few educated scholars, but tho poor 
boys who need physical and mental train- 
ing, and should receive some practical 
benefit from the rich endowment funds 
are ignored. There is room for a mighty 
reform in this matter.
